Parker, recently convicted of murder, in 
Middlesex Co. ( Mass.) was hung at Lechmere’s 
Point, epposite Boston, in the prison yard. 
He was exccuted without public notice, at his 
own request. His brother convicted of the 
same crime, has had his sentence commuted 
Lo imprisonment for life. 

A tew days since at Smithtown, L. 1. a quar 
rel took place between two men of the name 
of Brothorton and Smith, when the former 
tvuok a gun from the mantlepiece, and shot 
the latter dead on the spot. The murderer is 
in the hands of justice. 

The ports of Martinique, which had been 
opened for the importation of a linnted quan- 
tity of bread stuffs from the United States, 
were closed again on the 8th.

His Excellency Witt1am Evesris, Governor 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, died 
in Boston on Sunday morning last. Between 
the religious servites of the day the bells of 
all the churches were tolled. The duties of 
he office will for the remainder of the year 
devolve on the Hon. Marcus Morton, the Lieut. 
Goveruor. 

The Secretary of the Navy has recommend- 
ed the construction of two Dry docks ; one to 
be located at Charleston, Mass. and the other 
ut Gosport, Va. The probable expense of the 
construction of both is estimated at about 
700,000 dollars. 

An explosion took place onthe 6th inst. 
at the Etna Powder Company’s Works, near 
Baltimore. The Stamping Mill was entirely 
destroyed. ‘tis considered the work of an 
incendiary, as the Mill had been closed and 
locked wp the evening before. 

Mr. Appleton, ecretary of the American 
Legation to Spain, arrived at New-York on 
Sunday evening, from Madrid via England, in 
the packet ship Florida, from Liverpool, with 
dispatches for government. He proceeded 
for Washington on Monday morning. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has given 
notice that the six per cent stock of 1815, will 
be paid off on the Ist of April next.

Charles Ball was last week tried at Middle- 
bury, Vt. for the murder of his father. A deal 
of evidence was adduced to prove the insanity 
of the murderer,'at the time the horrid deed was 
perpetrate. The trial lasted two days, and 
the jury after being absent about three hours, 
returned with a verdict of guilty of manslaugh- 
ter, and the prisoner was sentenced to the. 
State Prison for life. When asked by one of 
the witnesses if he did not regret the act he 
had committed, he answered, “no, he would 
not give a shilling nor turn over a straw to 
have it otherwise.” He said, “as for going 
to the State !’rison, he did not eure, but as for 
being hung up for a spectacle for the people 
to look at, he would make his bed in hell; he 
would put a knife into his heart.” The deceas- 
ed was an officer in the war of the Revolution, 
and at the time of his death received a pen- 
sion from the United States.

Not more so, how- 
ever, it appears to us, than the decision which 
seems to have been made upon the case, viz. 
that the bill had become a law without having 
gone through the constitutional forms. The 
Governor, Liewtenant Governor, and Speaker 
of the House of sssembly, are thus, in effect, 
decided to have all the Legislative aud Exe- 
cutive power ofthe State in their hands, The 
only way in which a member could get at the 
bill for the purpose of opposing it, it appears, 
was, by introducing a bill to repeal the other 
bill, It would have saved trouble, if, on the 
principle of this decision, he could have per- 
suaded the Presiding Officers of the two 
Houses, with the Governor, to sign a rescript 
annulling it. 

There were 1059 deaths in Charleston, S.C. 
during the year 1824. Of these 25 were by 
Apoplexy, 101 by Consumption, 14 by Croup, 
54 by Diarrhea, 70 by Dropsy, 15 by Dysen- 
tary, 29 by Billious Fever, 69 by Hooping 
Cough, 26 by intemperance, 13 by Liver Com- 
plaint, 62 by old age, 7 by Rheumatism, 1 by 
Small Pox, and 4 by Suicide. The other dis- 
eases by which deaths were occasioned, do 
not indicate the state of the climate, with re- 
gard to health, nor the character of the inha- 
bitants with regard to temperance. 


The North Carolina.—On Sunday week, the 
President of the United “tates, the Secretary 
of the Navy, with several members of Con- 
gress, visited the North Carolina man-of-war. 
After inspecting this noble ship, the company 
repaired to the upper deck, where Divine 
Service was performed by Mr. Geer, the Cha- 
plain. After having dined with Commodore 
Chauncey, the party returned to Washington. 
The North Carolinais pronounced, by the best 
judges, to be a very superior ship of her class. 
~he mounts $0 guns, and is pierced for 102. 
On the upper deck she measures 220 feet; 
from the gil boom to the ring tail boom, the 
distance is 380 feet. From*the upper extre- 
mity of the main mast to the bottom of the 
keel, is 280 feet. Taking her altogether, she 
isa most magnificent and truly grand object, 
and will, it is hoped, add to the credit of her 
name and nation. 








Spanish Aggression. —In the communication 
to congress, the secretary of state remarks, 
that the capture of the brig James Lawrence, 
by a Spanish (Porto Rice) privateer, was a 
‘* flagrant outrage upon the property of the 
citizens of the United States, upon which the 
executive government of the United States 
have, for the last three years constantly ap- 
plied for reparation equally strenuous and 
unavailing ; that the capture in the first in- 
stance was illegal and that the proceedings 
of the court of appeals, condemning the pro- 
petty, were irregular, cannot be doubted. A 
| last appeal to the justice of his catholic ma- 
jesty at Madrid, is all that remains practicable 
in the case, short of offensive measures, which 
by authorising reprisals, would assume upon 
the United States themselves the task of dis- 
pensing to their citizens that justice which 
has hitherto been sought from the >panish 
‘authoritics in, vain.”

Riches of the West.—The Cleaveland, Ohio, 
paper of the 21st ult. says :—** We understand 
that a Salt Spring has been discovered near 
the lake shore, on the east line of Euclid town- 
ship, in this county. 4A well has been sunk 
to aconsiderable depth, and the manufacture 
of salt commenced. The waters of the spring 
are represented to be as strong as those of 
Salina or Onondaga, and the salt to be ex- 
tremely white and excellent. A gentleman 
who has been employed in salt works in the 
state of New-York, is now engaged at this 
spring; and we are told tliat there is a pros- 
pect of the works being extended and becom- 
ing an object of importance.” 








On Saturday last, Mr. John Armstead, a 
Cadet from West Point, and nephew of Col. 
W. K. Armstead, being in a boat in pursuit of 
some wild fowl, in the vicinity of Fort Wash- 
ington, near Alexandria, in making use of 
the butt of his gun to break the ice, forced it 
through to the cock ; the ice is supposed to 
have caught the tricker and discharged the 
gun, the contents of which entered his throat 
and come out ot the back part of his head.— 
He immediately fell out of the boat into the 
water, and when the persons from the shore 
who witnessed the accident reached him, he 
was a corpse. 





About three weeks since, Mr. Thomas Wat- 
son, of Richmond, Va. arrived in the city of 
New York, and took lodgings at Morse’s Cof- 
fee House, near the Park Theatre. On Sa- 
turday night he was attacked with @ violent 
fit of the gout in the cheek. By the medi- 
cal aid of Dr. Stearnes he was relieved before 
morning. During Sunday he was observed 
to be occasionally gloomy, bordering on de- 
rangement, and was consequently watched. 
On the evening of that day, while the person 
who waited on him was absent for a moment, 
he seized a very dull case knife and cut 
his throat. The windpipe was nearly divided. 
Docter Stearnes was again sent for, and the 
wound was carefully dressed. The unfortu- 
nate person is still living, and some hopes 
are entertained of his recovery. He is still 
deranged, and does not appear to be sensible 
of the act which he has committed. 





A daring attempt was made, on the 28th 
ukimo, to rep the mail from New York to Al- 
bany, as it was ascending the hill at the head 
of Washington street, about a quarter of a 
mile north of the village of Poughkeepsie.— 
The straps and apron, covering the mail and 
baggage, were cut, and the mail-bag and a 
trunk removed from the stage without being 
observed by the driver or passengers. A 
stage which followed close upon the other, 
arrived at the place before the freebooters 
had time to remove the mail from the road, 
and recovered it. The trunk was found next 
morning ina field a little east of the place 
where the robbery was committed, broken 
open and ritled of its contents, some of which 
were found near the Academy in the village.

It says, “that 5000 people were 
drowned in the city, besides a number of pri- 
soners that could not be released. A village 
near the city, called Emilianacka, was totally 
destroyed, and 8000 people drowned. The 
militia for eight miles round, were employed 
in picking up and burying the dead—500 
oxen were drowned in the slaughter houses. 
The loss of sugar was to the amount of fron 
four to five millions of dollars.” ; 





A southern paper states that in the legisla. 
ture of Louisiana, some of the orators speak 
in French and others in English—and that 
the clerk of the house acts as interpreter be- 
tween the parties. The paper goes on to 
state that the French language is vanishing 
every day more and more, and that the En- 
glish is Cestined to swallow up the French 
language, at least in Louisiana. 

The whole number of deaths in the city of 
Boston the past year, was 1297: the greatest 
number in any one month was 154, in Sep- 
tember. ‘There was about an equal number 
of males and females. Of the whole number, 
242 died of Consumption : 174 of Fever; 45 
of Dysentery ; 30 of Croup; 22 of Intemper- 
ance! The number of males between ten 
and 30 years of age was 56; the number of 
females being 128. The number of males be- 
tween 30 and 50 ycars was 141; the number 
of females 107. One male and three females 
between 90 and 100 years. 





The Wilkesbarre (Pa.) paper of the 28th 
ult. contains a melancholy account of the 
death of a Mr. Sidney S. Slocum, of Abing- 
ton. Mr. S. had business at a grist mill in 
that place, and it is presumed he slipped 
through the floor, part of which had been tak- 
en up, and became entangled among the 
wheels, as his body was found lying across a 
piece of timber, literally torn in pieces; onc | 
half of his head was missing. Mr. S. has left 
a large family.

Case or Sepvcriox.—At the January term 
of the court of Common Pleas held at Genesee, 
infLivingston County, N. Y. the cause of Hope- 
still Bebee, vs. John H. Bice, for the seduction 
of the plaintiff’s daughter, came on for trial. 
After a patient investigation of the testimony 
produced, the cause was ably summed up by 
the counsel for the plaintiff; when the jury 
retired, and returned with averdict of six hun- 
dred dollars damages, for the plaintiff—being 
all the defendant was proved te be worth. 


CONGRESS.—The hoase of representa- 
tives, on Monday last, decided in favor of the 
motion of Mr. Ixeaam to strike out that part 
of the third rule for the government of the 
house in the election of President, which re- 
quires the galleries to be cleared at the re- 
quest of the delegation of any one state. The 
galleries are to remain open, and stenogra- 
phers are to be admitted into the house dur- 
ing the election. 


SLAVERY IN ILLINOIS, 

Gov. Coles, of I linois, it will be recollected, 
Was prosecuted and fined in one of the Courts 
of that state, sometime last summer, for hav- 
ing liberated his slaves. No way intinidated, 
however, by the opposition which he has ex- 
perienced in his benevolent views from the 
slave holders, he has now recommended tothe 
legislature of that state the entire abolition of 
slavery, as speedily as it can be done consist- 
ently with the public good, and the rights and 
claims of the parties concerned. He also re- 
commends the passage of laws to ameliorate 
the cond’tion of those in slavery, and to pre- 
vent kidnapping—a crime which he repre- 
sents as having become a regular trade, car- 
ried on to a vast extent, to the country bor. 
dering on the lower Mississippi, up the Red 
River, and even tothe West Indies!

Chinese Life-preserver.—Vhe following ac- 
count of the method employed by the Chi- 
o preserve themselves from drowning, 
the London Magazine for 1759. 
In the year 1730, says the writer, I was pas- 
senger in a ship from Batavia to China, bur- 
then about 400 tons, called the Pridale, F ran- 
cisco Xavier, commander, freighted by En- 
lish, Chinese, and Portuguese. Near the 
coast of China we met one of those storms 
called a tutfoon, (‘au fong,) or a great wind, 
which carried away all our masts, bow-sprit, 
and rudder; and in our hold we had six feet 
of water, expecting every moment the ship 
would founder. We consequently were con- 
sulting our preservation. The English and 
Portuguese stood in their shirts only, ready 
to be thrown off; but the Chinese merchants 
came upon deck, not ina cork jacket, but i 
will call it a bamboo habit, which had lain 
ready in their chests against such dangers; 
and it was thus constructed: four bamboos, 
two before, and two behind their bodies, 
were placed horizontally, and projected about 
twenty-eight inches: these were crossed on 
each side by two others, and the whole pro- 
perly secured, leaving a space for their body ;

Extract of a letter to the Editor of the Americ m Farmer, 
dated Dec. 18, 1824. 

** Some two years ago, while I was confined 
to the fire-side by a cold, I amused myself with 
several experiments, to find the increase by 
weight of corn, rye, shorts, &c. by boiling and 
cooking, with a view to economising hog food. 
I soon became convinced, that wonderful 
effects might be easily produced ; and though 
I then made a regular record of what I did, 
strange to tell, I have never, till lately, at- 
tempted to put my theory into practice. | 
have had, since the first day of December, an 
actual experiment going on between raw corn,

per twenty-four hours; and two others of 
near the same size, have had exactly seven 
pounds of meal mace into good mush, between 
them. These seven poundsof meal, cooked 
into the state of good stiff mush, weigh from 
28 to pounds. I weighed my pigs accu- 
rately, at beginning, and weighed again two 
days since, to mark the progress. The two 
ealing fourteen pounds of corn per day, had 
increased seventeen pounds in sixteen days; 
the two eating seven pounds of cooked meal 
yer day, had increased twenty-four pounds in 
he same time. Here is a saving of one-half 
he corn, Ishall carry them on till early in 
anuary, when I shall kill them.”
